The Democratic Idea.

The subject at a recent session 
ofthe aunual conference of Edaca- 
tional Associations in London was 
“The Way to an Edeoated 
Democracy.” : 

Professor J. J. Findlay, apeak» 
ing of the part the cchool was ex- 
pected to play in tho realisation 
of an educated democracy, said 
he woald like sobolare in the lsct 
year of their. echooling to be in- 
troduced to the administration of 
their ee 

Professor James Shelley, who 
was wearing’ the uniform of ¢ 
privato in the Army -Bervios 
Qorps, appronohed the: subject 
from ‘the point of view of ths 
onivereity. -We were prone to 
think, he said, that when we had 
hemmered tho ides of edacation 
being “free {rom the cradle Lo 
the grave’ into the beads of an 
indifferent publio and a atabborn 
Osbivet; when we had ex:

plated with oo great’ relish’ the 
vision of a child being ticketed 
atd decketed and weighed and 
measared from birth onwards by 
doctors, Ico] suthorities, teachers, 
payohologiste, and profersionsl 
examioera unleea hecculd be aurs 
that beneath it was resl growth 
of the chitd personality, ' 

In the light of the education 
nature of the demceratic idea, jt 
seemed tc him that a healthy de- 
mocracy must alwaya be evolving 
an aristocracy, and at the aame 
time ever fontering the foroee to 
destroy it. People mast ever ba 
selecting from their namber those 
personalities which most vigor- 
jonely expreseed the ideals and 
aspirations of the’ ege:' As the 
people became gradually more 
conscious of the limita to the 
realisation of the ideals uf one 
age they most bo ready to project 
new ideale. Otherwise they would 
necessarily be the slavea of these 
who dominated the “eitaation, 
inetead of regarding. them se 
worthy of willing trust. 

The present demand for a 
strong men was not the surrender 
of the democratic idca, for it waa 
6 matter of chosen trust and: -not 
cf enforced earrender of liberty. 
Thia recogvition cf our: haman 
need cf personal trast bad been 
forced ‘upon our national con- 
ecioasness by the critical natare 
ofthe present struggle; bat there 
wae slwaya the same need, 
although we. were ordinarily 
to let things be 
hiehed up by 28 soulless 
commitee, whose — membere 
hed varions conflicti 
gtind, rather thanriekthe dapgera 
attendant on trusting perecnal 
inepiration aodintegrity, This, be 
thanght, was the great national 
tragedy of our times. This 
obseceion of matas! suspicion waa 
a disense which wold eat away 
the heart of any nation if it 
persisted long enough. The ulti- 
mate selvation of a nation lay in 
£0 trasting and training the in- 
dividual that be became in- 
corruptible. 

The need. for developing the 
personal element jast now. was 
grest, becaues the modern 
Universities which were being 
oatablisbed everywhereand which 
were looked upon se democratic 
institutions, wera ia general par- 
ticularly lacking in this respect. 
bey were sptto become hage 
lecturing inetitations, dominantly 
technical and commercial in ‘tons 
aud interest. Whether or not they 
would be able sfrer the war to 
capture Oxford and -Csmbridge 
for the. democratic iden (and be 
baw no reason why’ they sbould 
not if they wished), iu sny case 
it.wes very neceseary that they 
should captare the epirit of thoes 
older ivetitations — the spirit 
which made the stadents citizena 
of the realm of universal man, 
from which point of vantage they 
could contemplate the little world 
of sffairs and sea things in 
proportion, ins : 

Wo must discover some mothod, 
inaddition to the crude intellect- 
nal test, of determining whiok of 
ouryouth ehould be senton toour 
universities, We needed a system 
of intimete personal: selection és
